License Is Advice Of 
Com. Of Publie Service 


A person never- realizes the 
true value of a driver’s license 
until he loses the privilege to 
drive. 

This is a hard fact resni 
coming home to scores of Missis- 
sippi motorists whose drive li- 
censes are being suspended by the 
Department of Publie S&fety. Ac- 
cident-prone drivers with bad ar- 
rest-conviction records are feel- 
ing the pinch of the driver con- 
trol program considered by nat- 
ional safety officials to be one 
of the most effective curbs on traf- 
fic accidents. ` 

Commissioner of Public Safe- 
ty Tom Scarborough has estimated 
that 85 per cent of all Mississippi 
traffic accidents are caused ~þy¥ 
some 15 per cent of the state’s 
motorists. The rehabilitation and 
the awakening of this 15 per cent 
to the necessity for safe driv- 
ing is the motivation behind pre- 
sent wholesale suspensions.. 

Since the first of the year, the 
Highway Patrol driver’s license 
division through the cooperation 
of local and county law enforce- 
ment officials has suspended and 
revocated approximately 1,250 li- 
censes on the basis of traffic con- 
victions. This includes mandatory 
revocations for drunk driving, 
but does not include licenses re- 
voked for failure to comply with 
provisions of the Safety Respon- 
sibility Act. 

Public reaction to the mass sus- 
pensions has been varied. The 
general motoring public seems to 
recognize a need for the driver 
controls, even a majority of the 
drivers affected can see the nec- 
essity for the Department’s ac- 
tion: “ . But just give /my 
license back and givą me one 
more chance,” which is exactly 
what the Patrol does in most cas- 
es. Suspensions are for ‘inde- 
finite” ’periods. The public safe- 
ty department can reinstate the li- 
cense when the individual indi- 
cates a good driver-attitude. Some, 
however adopt a belligerent atti- 
tude, questioning what right so- 
ciety has to take away their driv- 
in privilege. 

For instance, Mr. X from north 
Mississsippi: . . . a great injus- 
tice has been done .. .” This 
subject’s driving records show 
four convictions for speeding in 
less than six months and one 
earlier ‘accidént report. He had 
been advised last September that 
his driving record had been 
brought to the department’s at- 
tention, but in less than a month 
he received another speeding con- 
viction. 

Or the case of a 27-year-old 
college student who explained af- 
ter his license was suspended: 
“ |. . you" never find where 
Pve had an accident, though.” 
His record of 24 traffic convictions 
ranging from running of a stop 
sign to flagrant reckless driving 
indicated that he might be head- 
ed for an accident however. 

Then there was the young truck- 
er “regafded as being a splendid 
driver...” by his attorneys. His 
record: four speeding convictions 
and -one reckless driving convic- 
tion where the subject had origi- 
nally been charged with driving

Teenager Must Be 15 
To Obtain Mississippi 
Driver's License 

To obtain a Mississippi driver’s 
license a teenager must be 15 
years of age or older, have both 
parents’ permssion, show proof of 
age, and pass the prescribed men- 
tal and physical qualifications re- 
quired by state law. 

The driver's License Division 
of the Highway Patrol’ recom- 
mends that teenagers léarning to 
drive secure a beginner’s or 
“learner’s permit” before taking 
actual behind the-wheel lessons 
from an adult. 

To secure a léarner’s permit, 
the teenager follows the same 
procedure necessary to obtain 3

The young applicant may then 
proceed with the necessary writ 
ten test. If the written test is 
passed satisfactorily and the youth 
is otherwise physically and men- 
tally qualified, a learner’s -permit 
is issued by the Department of 
Public Safety to the applying 
teenager. 

The holder of a valid learner’s 
permit may drive a motor vehicle 
when accompanied by a licensed 
driver. 

The permit is- good for sixty 
(60) days and. may' be renewed 
át the end of this period. 

However, after an elaspse of 30 
days following inssuance of the 
learner’s permit, a teenager may 
request the examining officer 
for a road or “behind-the-wheel 
test. 

When the test is passed the act- 
ual driving license may be issued. 

Licenses in Mississippi may be 
secured for one or two years.

All registrations may be auto- 
matictally , re-recorded, however, 
by filing with the Mississippi 
Livestock Theft Bureau brands 
office before July 1 an applica- 
tion for re registration. The reg- 
istration fee for five years is | 
two ($2.00) dollars. 

To simplify still further the re- 
recording of branding irons, State 
Brands Supervisor B. T. Rodgers 
is presently notifying eaeh brand 
owner by letter of the approach- 
ing expiration of his brand. At 
the bottom of each form letter 
is a place for the brand owner 
wishing to renew his brand to 
sign. His brand will be re-record- 
ed if this letter is mailed back 
to the bureau with an attached 
check or money order in the 
amount of registration fee. 

All Mississippi brands are re- 
corded for a period of five years.
